THE COUNCIL. | 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE MEETING 
YBSTERDAY. 


A Large Amount of Business—Rapid 
Transit—Beard of Public Works— 
Finance Committee—F ire Commis- 
sioners—The Boyle Heights Pro- 
test. | 


The City Council met yesterday in regular 
session, with Councilman Chandler in the 
chair and Messrs. Hanley, Mathews, Bar- 
rett,, Moriarity, Book, Gibbs, Lovell, Col- 
lins, Sinsabaugh and Teed present. The 
minutes of the previous meeting were read 
and approved. 

_ RAPID TRANSIT. 

The first order of business was the action 
on the San Gabriel Rapid Transist fran- 
chise. Mr. Barrett moved that it be granted. 
Mr. Sinsabaugh asked that the ordinance 
be first read. His request was granted, and 
in a weak and husky voice Clerk Teed read 
the ordinance. He shows his illness in his 
voice. The old stentorian tone is missing 
and the Clerk hardly read loud enough to 
be beard over the hall. 

Mr. Stone appeared before the body at the 
request of Mr. Barrett, and showed them at 
what points the road would cross the streets. 
Over Macy street it will pass at the inter- 
section of zanja 6-land Aliso street near 
Alameda, and over Alameda just north of 
Aliso, 


The motion to grant the franchise was 
seconded by Dr. Sinsabaugh. The ordi- 
nance was amended by fixing the height of 
the crossing at-Macy street at 21 feet and at 
Alameda street at 19 feet, and work was 
fixed to begin in three months and be com- 
pleted within two years. 

Before the body could voté on suspending 
the rules, Mr. Gibbs handed in a petition 

resented by a number of citizens protest- 
ng againstthe granting of the franchise 
until the company should say where the 
road was going to run. Mr. Gibbs said that 
it wasn’t alifeand death matter with the 
Council to pass the ordinance immediately 
and he favored tponing the matter until 
the people could have a chance. 

Mr. Barrett said that matter had been be- 
tore the Board of. Public Works two months 
ago, and the property-owners had been 
4 oe opportunity to protest but hadn’t 
one 

Mr. Gibbs then moved that action be post- 
poned one week. 

Mr. Strong again tried to show where the 
= would run, but could give no definite 

ea. 

One of the protesting citizens appeared 
and registered his kick viva voce. He said 
he had been to the Clerk’s office several 
times and had_never been able to see a pro- 
file of the road. He didn’t want to be 
smoked out or blocked out unless he was 
paid for it. 

City Attorney Dunn said that the road 
had secured terminal facilities for a depot 
on Nigger alley. They had refrained from 
giving out any settled right of way because 
property-owners had already thought the 

at their mercy and run their property 
up to an exorbitant price. 

Mr. Gibbs’s motion was put and lost, and 
a motion to suspend the rules carried, and 
the vote was called on the ordinance. 
Messrs. Gibbs and Hanley voted no, the 
other nine members aye, and the ordinance 
was lost. Mr. Hanley gave notice that he 
would call up the matter for reconsideration 
next week. The defeat was due tnis time 
to the negligence of the company to file a 
bond, and the ordinance will most likely be 
passed at the next meeting. 

BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS. 

The Board of Public Works made a re- 
port, offering the following recommenda- 
tions, all of which were adopted without 
discussion or objection:

THE STREETS. 

A long letter, full of trifling recommenda- 
tions, was read from the Superintendent 
of Streets, and, on motion’ of Mr. Hanley, 
ordered filed. 

The ordinance providing against the tear- 
ing up of the streets without a permit from 
the Superintendent of Streets or the Board 
of Public Works was read. Mr. Barrett 
moved that the rules be suspended, as he 
considered this a very important matter to 
the city. The rules were suspended, and 
Mr. Collins moved the of the ordi- 
nance. The vote was called, and every 
member voted aye. Mr. Barrett then sug- 
gested that the Clerk have copies of the 
erdinance printed immediately, and that he 
should mail half a dozen copies to the 
water and gas companies and plumbers 
who are in the habit of violating the ordi- 
nance, 

The ordinance to re the ordinance 
granting license to the and Grain Ex- 
change was presented. At the same 
moment Dr, Sinsabaugh moved to suspend 
the rules and Mr. Barrett to postpone, 
The latter got no second, and Dr. 
‘Sinsabaugh’s motion was put. Mr. 
Barrett voted no. The chair announced 
the motion carried, but Mr. Barrett said 
one nay defeated the motion. ‘Ten minutes 
were spent in looking up the law. but no 
decision was rendered, Mr. Lovell moved 
that if there was any rule ony | that a mo- 
tion to suspend the rules-can be defeated by 
one no, it rescinded immediately. Dr. 
Sinsabaugh seconded the motion. o such 
ordinance could be found, and the rules 
were declared suspended, much to Mr. Bar- 
rett’s disgust, Dr. Sinsabaugh said by way 
of parenthesis that he would like to know 
how Mr. Barrett had become so suddenly 
converted; that he favored the ordinance 
last week. Mr, Barrett hotly replied that 


he had not been converted, but was now of 
the same opinion that he was last week. 

The vote on the ordinance was put. Mr. 
Barrett voted no. Ten others said aye, 
and Mr. Barrett, seeing that it would carry, 
changed his vote and gave notice that he 
would call up the ordinagee for reconsider- 
ation at the next meeting, 

Mr. Hanley moved that the bulk heads 
under each end of the Daly.street bridge be 
reconstructed. Carried. 

FINANCE COMMITTEE. 

The report of the Finance Committee was 
read, It recommended thatthe bid of the 
California Bank tor the receipt and dis- 
bursementof the public money be accepted. 
A minority report, signed by Mr. Cohn, was 
read. He favored the 22 of 1.4. the 
city’s funds in the hands of the City Treas- 
urer, and allow him to deposit it where he 
might see fit. City Attorney Daly gave a 
lengthy opinion on the subject, saying that 
the charter provided for a place to deposit 
all the funds of the city. 

Mr. Barrett moved the adoption of the 
minority report, and Dr. Sinsabaugh of the 
majority report. Mr. Lovell arose to speak, 
but Capt. Barrett called him to order, and 
said he had no right to speak or vote on the 
subject as he was a stockholder in the bank. 
Mr. Lovell sat down. Dr. Sinsabaugh arose 
and said that as he wasn’t a stockholder in 
any bank he guessed he could say a word. 
He thought it was a scheme too transparent 
to-deceive any one. The people would 
easily see through it all, No other bank 
had offered a7 payments on the deposits 
except the California Bank, and there was 
no plausible reason why the bid should not 
be accepted. It seemed that during the

Mr. Barrett theft moved to make it the 
special order of business to follow the read- 
ing of the minutes at the next meeting.

PETITIONS AND OPINIONS. 

Resolutions of intention to grade several 
streets were read. 

Mr. Barrett stated that the manageme nt 
of the Drunimer Boy Company had pre- 
sented each member of the Council with a 
ticket to the opening night, and would re- 
quest their attendance. He moved, and the 
motion was carried, to accept the invitation 
with thanks, 

An opinion of the City Attorney on the 
dummy-road trouble was referred to the 
Board of Public Works. The opinion was 
the same as one heretofore made. 

STANDARD OIL COMPANY. 

The Standard Oil Company’s building 
was brought up by Mr. Gibbs. He said he 
had ascertained that the Standard Oil Com- 
pampany formerly leased the land they now 
occupy, but lately had stopped all payment 
of rents and were claiming the land as their 
own when really it belonged to the city. 
The matter was referred tothe City Attor- 
ney for investigation. 

CITY SURVEYOR. 

The report of the City Surveyor was read. 
The City Clerk was instructed to advertise 
for 600 feet of iron pipe to drain the over- 
flow of Westfall Park Lake, as recom- 
mended in the report. Mr. Hanley moved 
that the obstructions of Mission street near 
Alameda be removed. Carried. 

THE BOYLE HEIGHTS KICK. 

A petition was read here from the citi- 
zens ot Boyle Heights protesting against 
the lowering of the grade of First street as 
itis now being done, The citizens have 
made a hard kick against the grade as now 
established, and are determined to have it 
lowered. Mr. Barrett moved to refer to the 
Board of Public Works. One of the signers 
of the petition appeared and proceeded to 
explain why they want the grade changed. 
He said that First street was the only 
thoroughfare from Boyle Heights and con- 
tiguous country into the city, and ought to 
bave a grade to which the street is most 
susceptible, and it was susceptible to much 
better — than that now proposed; that 
the citizens would put up money enough to 
pay alldamages done to private peoperty 

y 2 the grade where it ought to be.

TO ARMS. 


TAAT’S WHAT’S THE MATTER IN 
SANTA ANA. 


The Lurid Fire of an Alleged Railway 
War Burning Fierce—The 
“Troops” Called Out—Hades to 
Pay and No Pitch Hot. 


There is war at Santa Ana, a regular old- 
fashioned, grim-visaged, wrinkle-fronted 
railway war, which for seven days has 
caused the streets of that peaceful little 
burg to resound with the tramp of armed 
hosts, and kept itscitizens strung up to a 
high pitch of gory expectation. Only 
meager details of the situation have been 
sent out by telegraph, but these scraps of 
information have been ominous of coming 
conflicts between rival railway gangs and 
sanguinary ‘torrents watering the streets, 
the last dispatch being to the effect that the 
Willard Military Battalion had been ordered 
out to help keep the peace. This corps is 
known to be ready to rush to arms on 
slight provocation, and is exceedingly 
formidable when maneuvering behind 
breastworks. A Times reporter 
was detailed to go to the front, yes- 
terday, but before he could entangle him- 
self in the somewhat complicated suit of 
armor which did service for another mem- 
ber of the staff during the bloodless battles 
of the recent irrigation hostilities on the 

zusa, a gentleman ust from 
the scene of impending con- 
flict at Santa Ana dropped in 
upon him, and volunteered to save him the 
perilsof the trip by giving him the latest 
news of the situation, pee it with the 
following recapitulation of previous évents: 

HOW THE TROUBLE BEGAN. 

Some six months ago the City Council of 
Santa Ana, as has been stated in the dis- 
patches, granted a franchise to the Santa 
Ana and Tustin Motor Railway Company, 
of which James McFadden is the leading 
spirit, fora railway along Fourth street to 

e Santa Fé de a distance something 
less than a mile, to take effect.when the 
company incorporated. ‘The motor company, 
however, failed to take this step, and about 
the first of the present month a new city 
council went into office, and from this body 
W. J. Bundy, for the Santa Ana, Orange 
and Tustin Horse Railway, asked fora 
franc! Me covering the McFadden line. The 
City Fathers lent favoring ears to Bundy’s 
request, and voted to give him the fran- 
chise, although it appears that formal ac- 
tion conferring it in fact has not 

et been taken. A fortnight ago Bundy 

k possession of the road, summbned a 
2 laborers who had been engaged in 
peng the Santa Ana, Fairview and 
Pacific line, and in 36 hours had his tracks 
laid and ready for running. This summary 
proceeding naturally created some excite- 
ment, especially as the motor company at 
condition necessary enjoying the fran- 
chise which had been originally given to 
them, and to which they claimed they were 
still eutitled. Rumors of forcible attempts 
remove the Bundy tracks and take 
possession of the road flew thick and fast, 
and soon came tothe ears of Mr. Rundy, 
causing that gentleman to pass sleepless 
nights.

THE M’FADDEN BOMBSHELL. 

Last Saturday, when he propounded this 
conundrum, Mr. McFadden startied him by 
replying: “Yes, you can sleep, but you 
better have your best men keep awake.“ 

The motor — having set the ball mov- 
ing, lost no time in taking further steps to 
stir up their rivals. A telegram was sent 
to a gentleman in Los Angeles, who, acting 
under instructions,-promptly forwarded the 
following reply : 

“Los ANGELES, May 19th. 

“James McFadden: Construction train 
will reach Santa Ana about 9:30 tonight 
with 65 men.“ 

This dispateh was shown to some of the 
Bundy faction, and they at once prepared 
for hostilities. A raid was made on the 
hardware shops, and in a short time the 
Bundyi armed with revolvers, shot- 
guns, clubs and other weapons, we 
on the tracks ready to meet the hostile con- 
struction train and its alleged loadof 65 
determined men. The Bundy party Was 
also reinforced by the City Marshal and 
constables, ready to make arrests, while 
Justice Freeman, with a club under one 
arm and thecode under the ether, as report 
goes, was also on the ground pre to 
— out legal justice to violators of the 
aw. 

BUNDY’S BIVOUAC. 

The night wore on. The Bundy party 
bivouacked on the tracks. But the 
threatened train did not put in an ap- 
pearance nor even sound a whistle in the 
dim distance. Sunday morning dawned. 
The excitement continued, but the train did 
not come. To keep their rivals on the 
anxious seat, however, the McFadden party 
ostentatiously sent another telegram, urging 
their supposed emissary in Los Angeles to 
hurry up that train and let the fight begin. 

The result of all this has been to keep 
Santa Ana ina tumult, and to cause some 
mischievous persons, possibly. in the secret, 
to send out some funny reports; such, for 
example, as that about the “Willard Mili- 
tary Company,” a band of charming young 
girls who, with their broomstick drill, made 
a very pleasant feature of the receut 
flower festival at Santa Ana, but who 
would hardly be called on to avert riot.

A KICK FROM NORDHAOFF. 


The Los Angeles Land Office is Lia- 
ble to Get Itself Disliked, 

‘Tne Times has received information 
from Nordhoff concerning the actions of the 
Register of the Land Office here, which do 
not refleét much credit upon that gentle- 
man. ‘The information accuses him of un- 
just discrimination Against the local paper 
of Nordhoff, the Ojai Valley View. 

The law in regard to the publication of 
land notices says that the notices must be 
published in the newspaper nearest to the 
land. When the View began publication at 
Nordhoff, the Register here was duly notified. 
Notwithstanding that he continued to send 
the land notices to San Buenaventura, 15 
miles distant. 

The editor of the View didn’t like the ac- 
tion of the Register in thus depriving him of 
his rights, and so wrote a letter of com- 
plaint to Stockslager, the Commissioner of 
the Land Office at Washington. The latter 
wrote to Bethune, the Register, and asked 
for information. Bethune in his reply 
stated that his reason for not publishing the 
notice in the View was that it was pub- 
lished in a mere hamlet, where it was un- 
likely that a newspaper of general circula- 
tion would be created or maintained. 

A 9 the letter was forwarded to the 
View. The response from Stockslager was 
that the law was explicit and did not allow 
the Register the right to predict that a paper 
would suspend for lack of — 

A second letter was received on the 17th 
inst. from Stockslager, saying to the editor 
of the View that he had written the Regis- 
ter, and that if any further discrimination 
appeared it should be reported. The letter 
tothe Kegister said that the law was ex- 
plicit and must be obeyed, and if he did not

owever, the next notices went to San 
Buenaventura, and in the méantime

R. M. Widney and H. A. Wat- 
ron. The object is to rescue homeless, 
neglected or abused children, also re- 
ceive juvenile offenders by legal 
committment or otherwise, who are in 
danger of being imprisoned; provide 
for such until suitable homes or em- 
ployment and oversight are found for 

m, and continue a systematic atten- 
tion to their condition and treatment. 
Lodging and board at a nominal 
charge will be furnished working boys 
and girls without suitable homes or 
care in the city. A day and 
will be  main- 
tained, a department for industrial 
training of both sexes, reading-rooms 
and library, etc. Criminal minors will 
be received by legal commitment sub- 
ject to Penal Code 1888, which says, 
‘Final judgment may be suspended 
and the child committed to the care of 
@ non-sectarian institution for the 
period of two months.” At the 
expiration of that timeif the superin- 
tendent thinks the child ought re- 
main longer, the Judge can commit 
him for two months more, keeping 
bim in the institution till he can be 
trusted outside, committing for two 
months only each time as the law al- 
lows. In San Francisco the work is 
carried on in one building.

This is the object of the Aid 
Society, instead of gathering them in 
and keeping them a burden to the com- 
munity—help them to help themselves, 
believing this to be the only true 
charity. 

San Diego will soon have an Aid So- 
ciety. One of the citizens, now de- 
ceased, donated $250.000. One hun- 
dred acres of land within thecity limits 
has also been donated. A large fund 
is in the r and work will be 
commenced in a short time. Will Los 
Angeles do as much? Who will take 
the lead in donating the thousands we 
so much need to establish the work 
here? The City Council have promised 
to donate a pieceof land. We have a 
few hundred dollars subscribed.

Railroad Activity. 


he Times” has a larger bona- de 
circulation than any other newspaper 
published in Southern California. 


The past twelve months has wit- 
nessed a remarkable gpectacle of rail- 
road activity. There is no better 
thermometer of the general state of 
business than that furnished by the 
railroads. The various companies 
whose lines lead to this Coast early 
foresaw a large increase of travel and 
gave extensive orders for rolling stock, 
but the business has growr. far ahead 
of their most sanguine expectations. 
The companies are continuing their 
efforts to provide for the immense 
rush of eastern travel which is expected 
next fall and winter. 

Not only are all the locomotive and 
carshops in the country working to 
their utmost extent to fill orders for 
rolling stock, but several new lines of 
travel across the continent are in active 
contemplation or actual construction. 
There promises to be as much business 
as they all can handle during the com- 
ing winter. , 

The Southern Pacific Company has at 
the present time orders for no less than 
175 locomotives in eastern shops, nearly 
all of which orders have been sent in 
during the last three or four months. 
Efforts were also made to purchase 
locomotives already constructed, al- 
though they are not exactly what the 
company desires. Five large engines 
of this class were secured, and the com- 
pany would have gladly taken a couple 
of dozen could they have been ob- 
tained. 
In addition to these orders and pur- 
chases, extensive work has been going 
on in building locomotives at the Sacra- 
mento shops. The Santa Fé company 
has been exhibiting equal activity. As 
to the new local lines which these com- 
panies are contemplating building in 
the State, it would be difficult to enu- 
merate them all. The Southern Pa- 
cific has had, until within a few weeks, 
over forty different parties of surveyors 
at work in various sections of the State. 
This railroad activity shows, per- 
haps, more clearly than anything else, 
the solid foundation upon which the 
presperity of this section is based. 
Railroad companies. are, as a rule, 
composed of shrewd, calculating men, 
who act under logical principies, not 
from impulse. They would not begin 
to spegd the vast sums which they 
have already expended and are still ex- 
pending in Southern California, were 
they not very well.assured in their own 
minds that such investments were safe.

FREDERICK WARDE AS “VIRGINIUS.”— 
When about a year ago Mr. Warde made 
his appearance here he was unheralded and 
comparatively unknown in this community, 
and though his performances were spoken 
of in terms of high praise in these and other 
columns, his short season was not greatly 
prosperous at that time. Returning to the 
boards of the Grand Opera-house for the 
present week, he opened last night in his 
favorite play of Virginius, and was greeted 
by a well-filled house, comprising an audi- 
ence inclined to be critical, if one might 
judge by the comparative coldness with 
with which they received the two first acts. 
As the action of the piece progressed, how- 
ever, and the tragedian developed his latent 
powers, the coldness gave way to extreme 
warmth, exhibited by a double recall at the 
end of the third act, and culminating in the 
curtain being raised three times at the end 
of the fourth act, in response to loud and 
genuinely enthusiastic applause. 

Mr. Warde is finely endowed by nature 
for the personation of the line of characters 
included in his repertory; he is moulded 
like a gladiator, and has a voice of extra- 
ordinary resonance and power which 
he uses in vigorous passages with 
a freedom which indicates his belief that it 
cannot be inj 4 any amount of hard 
usage. He is essentially a virile actor, ro- 
bugf, leonine, commanding, and yet com- 
binlng an amount of tenderness and true 
pathetic power which compeis an audience 
to his will and draws from them a tribute of 
applause, the more grateful because it is 
gained without the claptrap so often re- 
sorted to. ‘The comparison sometimes made 
between Ward and McCullough, to the 
great exaltation of the latter,is unjust and 
conveys but a very faint idea of the scope ot 
Warde’s ability and genius. Handsome, 
genial John McCullough was personally so 

reat a favorite that his merits as an actor 

came very easily and very greatly over- 
rated. He certainly never showed a tithe 
of the ability to depict the tender emotion 
of paternal love and that exquisite sensi- 
bility prominent amid all the sternness of 
the Roman centurion, and which made 
Warde’s rendition so complete and artistic a 
success.

It ig possible for a 
population as dense as that of Belgium, 
certainly as dense as thatof the valleys 
of France, to be supported in these 
Southern California valleys. France 
has 40,000,000 or more Of people. Cali- 
fornia is half as large as France, and 
can certainly support one-fourth as 
many people. Ten million people in 
California means over 1,000,000 in Los 
Angeles 

All this Southern California region is 
in the infancy of its development. It is 
overgrown in some particulars, per- 
haps, but its material resources, its 
vital organs, can and will be quickened 
and strengthened bi 4 materially. 
Everybody and everything has gone 
wild over real-estate.

One hundred and forty-seven working seats 
are provided at the tables for such of the 
en daily newspapers as will make up 
and .send out from the hall special tele- 
graphic reports to supplement the verbatim 
report of the Associated Press. No other 
papers excepting those sending out such re- 
ports can be given representation at these 
tables. In the 147 seats are included the 
seats required by the Associated Press and 
official 1 The Local Press 
Committee was directed to carry out these 
— and was also notified that the 
argest number of working seats given to 
any paper should ba three. The greater 
portion of the daily papers taking reports 
will have but one seat. 

Alternates will have no tickets but their 
own. ‘Ithas been the usual custom to give 
to the city where the convention is held 15 
per cent. of the tickets. The committee has 
reduced this to 10 per cent. The remaining 
tickets will be divided between the 
members of Congress, Governors of States 
and other distinguished statesmen. 


THE GREAT FLOOD. 


Reports of Loss of Life Beginning 
7 to Come In. 

Quincy (III.), May 21.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The great flood in the Missis- 
sippi Valley is slowly abating and it is 
thought the worst is past. A trip through 
the submerged district shows that the re- 
ports of loss and suffering have not been 
exaggerated. Over 250,000 acres of the 
richest farming lands in the State are cov- 
ered with water from six to ten feet deep. 
The damage to farm, mill and railroad 
property has been enormous. The agere- 
gate will reach $3,000,000 on crops alone. 
Damage to milis and railroads will approxi- 
mate $600,000. Much sickness prevails 
among people who have been driven from 
their homes by floods, owing to want and 
exposure. 

Reports received today record the drown- 
ing of Samuel Moore by the floods in the 
Indian Grove levee district, and of two 
children of W. O. Johnson in the Sny dis- 
trict. Two families living in the Sny dis- 
trict are unaccoun for. No trace of 
them can be found. It is probable that 
many fatalities will be recorded when all 
the facts regarding the floods are fully 
known, Much sickness prevails among the 
destitute people from the inundated dis- 
tricts, but the relief committees of Quincy 
are rendering every possible assistance. 
The river ay is falling slowly.

THE SOUTHERN BRETHREN.

Chairman English Becomes Wrathful 
with the Railroads, 


Vysterious Mishap to a Chico Editor—The Lusk 
Canning Company's Creditors Meet—State- 
ment of the Concern’s Assets and 
Liabilities—Coast Notes.

AN FRANCISCO, May 21. — [Special.] 
Some excitement was caused among min- 
ing men today by the arrest of W. J. Col- 
lins, superintendent of the Benton Mining 
Company, on charges of swearing falsely to 
his accounts and embezzling $1000 or more. 
The arrest was made at the instance of 
John T. Hill, president of the Benton Min- 
ing Company. The latter gives the follow 
ing reasons for his act: 

Collins has been arrested on three 
charges, forgery, perjury and embezzlement, 
while acting as superintendent of the Ben- 
ton consolidated mine and handling its funds 
I learned that something was wrong with 
his accounts a short time ago, and sent V. 
B. Allen, our secretary, up to investigate. 
Mr. Allen’s investigations proved that Col- 
lins had committed the crimes with which 
he is charged. Collins did this by manipu- 
lating the pay roli and sworn vouchers 
which he rendered to the company. He 
would put down on the regular official 
statements more time than the miners actu- 
ally worked and received pay for, and put 
the overcharge in his pocket. He also had 
a lot of dummies upon the pay roll, that is, 
he placed fictitious names there represent- 
ing miners who were not employed, and the 
pay which he collected for these dummies 
he put into his own pocket. He subscribed 
and swore to these statements as being cor- 
rect and therein committed perjury. He 
also forged orders upon the company. 
We bave affidavits fro some 
men that they only work a cer- 
tain number of . hours and re- 
ceived a certain sum of money, whereas 
Collins, upon his vouchers, raised both the 
time worked and the amount of pay re- 
ceived. The exact amount of the embezzle- 
ment will soon be made public. I had Col- 
lins brought to my room, and in the pres- 
ence of a witness he confessed all. I then 
had him arrested. Weare now consulting 
with our attorneys as to whether he shall be 
tried here or in the State of Nevada.” 

Collins, when seen, refused to make any 
statement. His arrest was a great surprise 
to people on Pine street, where he is known 
by nearly every one. He used to be assist- 
ant superintendent of the Justice mine, 
which is in the same group, and was 
selected to superintend the Benton owing 
to his familiarity with the ground. He is 
considered a very competent mining man. 

At times he was a heavy operator in stocks. 
He made a large fortune in the Big Sierra 
deal and went to Colorado, where he spent 
most of it. During the upheaval in the 
Consolidated California and Virginia in the 
winter of 1886, when that stock rose, Col- 
lins again could have cleaned up a consider- 
able sum, but he lost it through the failure 
of Kenny & Dyer and other brokers. He 
has had John P. Dyer arrested several 
times since for embezzlement, but the 
cases have been dismissed. Last week he 
succeeded in having Dyer indicted by the 
Grand’ Jury for embezzlement, and the 
case was to have been heard ina few days. 


THE LUSK FAILURE. 


Meeting of the Concern’s Creditors 
and the Assignee.

The Chicago Man Finally Knocked 
Out in Approved Style. 


The Contest Witnessed by a Select Crowd of 
»Frisco's Athletic Sports—The Police 
Make No Effort to Stop the 
Mill—Details. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

San FRANcisco, May 21,—The fight be- 
tween Joe McAuliffe, heavy-weight cham- 
pion of the Pacific Coast, and Frank Glover 
of Chicago took place at the rooms and un- 
der the auspices of the California Athletic 
Club tonight. No spectators were present 
except members of the club, but the mem- 
bership has increased rapidly within the 
last few days, and the rooms tonight were 
crowded. No police were present at the 
match. Bets during the past few days have 
been about even, and it was not believed 
that a very great amount of money 


Al was placed on the match. When 


the men appeared in the ring 
in the evening both were in excellent con- 
dition. Glover weighed 175 pounds, while 
McAuliffe weighed over 200. McAuliffe 
was dressed in white tights and Glover in 
blue. Hiram Cook acted as referee. Bar- 
ney Farley and Tom Cleary were Mc- 
Auliffe’s seconds, and Billy Delancy and 
Jim Carr were seconds for Glover. 

Before the principals appeared in the 
ring about two hours were oecupied in 
sparring contests by a number of local 
celebrities, and in that time the betting had 
been spirited and slightly in Glover’s favor. 
Just before the contest opened President 
Fulda of the California Athletic Club 
stepped into the ring and made a short ad- 
dress, in which he said that so far as the 
club was concerned the match which had 
been arranged between Glover and Me- 


stepped over the ropes, greeted 
by a storm of applause frem the 800 or 1000 
persons present. At the call of the referee 
they —— quickly to the center of the 
ring and performed the usual handshake. 
me was called immediately and the 
men sparred cautiously for full a minute, 
when McAuliffe led out strongyl with his 
right, hitting Glover hard in the neck and 
sending him down amid the applause of the 
spectators. He was on his feet instantly, 
and the men clinched but broke away. 
Several other clinches followed in quick 
suecession, when the round closed. 

Round 2—McAuliffe reached for Glover 
but missed him. Glover got in with his left 
on the former’s neck. 

Round 3—Glover did most of the work. 
He led for McAuliffe’s stomach, but was 
cleverly stop McAuliffe led for Glov- 
er’s head, falling short. The men then 
clinched, Glover lands one on Mac’s side 
away. 

Round - Both opened cautiously, Glover 
making frequent feints with his left. Me- 
Auliffe got in several light blows on the 
head and chest, falling short. 

Round 5—McAuliffe got in a light blow 
on Glover’s head. The latter caught him 
with a hard left-hander in the face, throw- 
ing him back. McAuliffe returned with a 
blow on the body, and Glover again got it 
on his face. 

Round 6—McAuliffe’s nose began to 
swell. Glover was decidedly cool and fol- 
lowed McAuliffe’s lead for the latter’s head 
and time was called. 

Round 7—No fighting of any moment was 
done. McAuliffe madea vicious reach for 
Giover’s neck, but the latter dacked. The 
former then touched him lightly on the 
— which caused the Chicago man to

— 8— Glover tried for McAuliffe’s 
head, but was stop by the latter’s left. 
The men clinched. Glover dodged a lunge 
for his head and gotina hard one on Mc- 
Auliffe’s head. 

The ninth round was devoid of interest. 
In the tenth McAuliffe cracked Glover over 
the right eye, drawing the first blood. 

Round 11—Glover got in a hard blow on 
McAuliffe’s wind. cAuliffe began to 
show signs of fatigue.

When time was called, however, he came 
forward pluckily, and received a rousin 
cheer from the spectators. In this roun 
McAuliffe did all the fighting, pressing 
Glover against the ropes, but failing to get 
a knock-down. 

Glover stood up well in the forth-sixth 
and forty-seventh rounds, and succeeded in 
getting in a nard one on McAuliffe’s eye. 
Some of Glover’s over-sanguine admirers 
cried, “He’ll win yet,” but the forty- 
eighth round showed that all hope was 
gone. McAuliffe knocked him down, and 
when the Chicago man arose for the forty- 
ninth he could hardly stand.

Auliffe struck him twice and then landed a 
terrific right-hander on his neck, which sent 
him to the floor, where he lay on his back 
like a dead man, and failed to rise when 
time was called.

‘Resting from a very hard concert 
tour of fourteen months, during which 
I had visited 260 towns and villages in 
the Middle and Eastern States, I 
passed some weeks quietly in the coun- 
try, and gave lessons to a few talented, 
favorite pupils, who had come to join 
me in my country retreat. I recall 
giving a concert there under trying cir- 
cumstances. The body of our piano 
had been expressed, but the legs of 
this instrument were unfortunately 
lost in transit, and I was forced to im- 
provise legs. So the piano was braced 
up on two common tables, and we used 
it without pedals. 

Here in the country one of the

I was wont to look at the 
pupil’s window, from whence the 
violin’s sounds came to me before 
breakfast, and once I saw a small 
garden-snake glide tothe open window, 
erect himself ou tip-tail, and there re- 
main; swaying to and fro with the 
cadence of the music, and remain until 
the practice was over.

A vam SUMMING UP OF THE 


From San Diego Northward—River- 
side and its Attractions—The 
Charms of Fruit and Flower in the 

Ban Gabriel Valley—Glimpses 
the New Arcadia.

of the Boston Jonrnal.) 
LO8 ANGELES,: April 18.—Retracing 
my course from San Diego to the north, 
i make bref stops at Riverside and 
Pasadena on my way to Los Angeles. 
The names of all these towns are 
rapidly becoming household words 
throughout the East, and so much has 
been written about them that any 
further description might seem super- 
fluous: Nevertheless. as a pleasant 
subject never grows stale, and as the 
interest of any composition depends 
upon the manner in which a thought is 
presented rather than upon the novelty 
of the thought itself, I may be able to 
write something, even upon this topic 
which may not seem trite or valueless. 
The journey from San Diego to River- 
side is interesting and full of variety. 
Seashore, cafion, desert and fertile 
plain, combine to present an attractive 
anorama. To me. at least, the coun- 
resented an aspect of unexpected 
fertility and promise. As a whole, the 
development of the district is still in 
, but the general appearance of 
land is far more attractive 
than the wastes of sage brush and 
cactus, amid which sach  oasis- 
ike towns as Riverside show what can 
accomplished by cultivation. The 
‘great lack of San Diego county at pres- 
ent is sufficient water: yet the exist- 
ence of many large bodies of fresh 
water, and the numerous streams that 
rush down from the distant snows of 
the San Jacinto Mountaius, show that 
this essential element to the life of the 
Soil is only waiting for the enterprise 
that shall give it proper direction. 
Already much has been done. That 
rodadigious, sanguine enterprise which 
asin three years made San Diego a 
metropolis has now brought an almost 
inexhaustible supply of water to that 
water, too, which analysis shows 
the purest enjoyed by any town 

the State. The source of 

iego’s supply is some thirty miles 
mway—but what of that? Were it a 
hundred, I do not doubt that it would 
be tapped quite equally as a matter of 


— 


wourse. Starting out in the full con- 


viction that San Diego has its name 
written in large characters in the 
Book of Destiny, the men who have 
espoused its fortunes seem convinced 
that time is the only. thing they must 
take into consideration. in the ques- 
tion of water supply the artesian well 
enters as an important factor. ‘This 
r has not as yet been much 
utilized in Southern San Diego county, 
but in the northern part it has re- 
claimed to fertility many of the most 
hopelessly arid wastes to be found in 
the United States. The country about 
San Jacinto, formerly so desolate that 
it-might have furnished the site of au- 
cient Sodom, but now so important 
that a special line of railway has been 
built into it, owes all its present pros- 
ey to the artesian well, which has 

re struck a profuse subterranean 
supply of water, It is most interesting 
to see these strange fountains, spring- 
ing up in the midst of valleys of deso- 
Jation, and pouring forth a never-fail- 
ing flood to the delight of the sterile 
ground. Columns of pure water, from 
six to twelve inches in diameter, rise 
above the iron pipes that conduct them 


and fall in umbrella-like sheets of 


Sparkling brightness into the huge res- 
ervoir that surrounds them. The water 
is thence let off by sluice-gates into the 
ditehes which intersect the orchards 
and vineyards. The more sterile the 
soll Originally, the more fruitful it 
seems to become by irrigation. The 
chemical elements of the earth, which 
have been waiting for ages for an op- 
portunity to employ themselves, ap- 
parently work with a strength else- 
Where unknown when once released 
Aud blended together by the action of 
‘the water. Thus it is at Riverside, in 
the vast county of San Bernardino, 
which is known throughout the country 
as the richest of California’s orange- 
growing towns. 
~ Riverside was originally about as- 
ising a spot for fruit-growing as 
palm of my hand. Not many years 
ago it was a waste of sand and sage 
brash, but its location was most favor- 
able for irrigation from the neighbor- 
ing river, and it is now like a bit of 
italy, with its orchards and vineyards,

culturist will briskly’anathematize the 
poppies, and ruthlessly plow them un- 
der as injurious to the soil—yet, to the 
tourist, they are the most beautiful 
thing in all the land. 

I have said that Riverside is a beau- 
tiful town. In fact, if popular inter- 
est in securing my good opinion of it 
had taken the shape of a gift of a 
40-acre orange orchard in full bearing 
1 should probably have remained there. 
The life of the possessor of such a tract 
would, I fancy, suit me very 
deed. It consists of hiring Chinamen 
to manure and cultivate it for you at 
an annual cost of about $50 an acre; 
when the fruit is ripe a packing com- 
pany sends men around to pick it while 
you lie in the shade; their check duly 
follows, paying you a profit of from 
$500 to $800 an acre; I repeat that this 
sort of business would suit me very 


well, iudeed, particularly as the 
climate is superb, and the country as 
nearly like Eden before the 
snake invaded it as anything 
can The famous Riverside 


Navel’ is the finest orange grown in 
California. It was originally a freak 
of Nature, and all the trees are froma 
single stock; it is seedless, and has a 
bud-like opening in one end, from 
which it derives its name. Its flavor is 
exquisite—not so fine, to my mind, as 
that of the Florida Indian River“ 
oranges, but most delicate of all Cali- 
forn.a fruits. Of this and other varie- 
ties, a thousand carloads are sent out 
this year to eastern markets. Let not 
the visitor anticipate, however, that at 
Riverside he will find this superb fruit 
on the hotel tables. As, in Spain, all 
the best of the products for which the 
land is noted are sent out of the coun- 
try, and the visitor is regaled on rancid 
oil, gritty raisins and wormy figs; as 
in Italy, one munches olives as smal 
as hickory nuts even under the shadow 
of the Lucca warehouses; and as, in 
eastern summer resorts, the eggs 
are less fresh, and the poultry 
more ancient than they should 
be (the best being sent to metropolitan 
markets); in Riverside, if you want 
fine oranges, you must not expect them 
to be provided for you, but must pa 
the market price for them. So, wit 
fruit yellowing the ground from over- 
burdened trees, you are calmly asked 
75 cents per dozen for fine Navels by 
the thrifty grower thereof. The tale is 
the same throughout. the State; the 
market grows larger yearly, and every 
orange that can be raised is, in effect, 
portioned out to some eastern dealer 
the moment it forms upon the tree. 
With the immense harvest of oranges 
that is gathered with every year, it is 
still impossible to fill orders. Indica- 
tions are, also, that no possible amount 
of orange or other fruit production can 
ever make a glut in the market. 
Californians themselves. seem but 
just awaking to a knowledge of the 
richness and variety of the products of 
their favored State, and, particularly, 
this portion of it. Nothing, I think, 
that has yet been tried in the way of 
fruits has proved unsuccessful, while 
certain ventures in this sort of culture 
have proved protitable. 
Fortunes, or, at least, comfortable com- 
petencies, are constantly made in direc- 
tions which might at first seem to profit 
little; for example, the cultivation of 
the so-called ‘“‘English walnut“ has 
proved extremely lucrative, the trees 
mature rapidly, and there are no fluctu- 
ations in the demand. Set out origin- 
ally as a makeshift between the rows of 
orange trees, to make some return from 
the soil while the more profitable fruit 
trees should mature, they have pro- 
duced yields which have made it a ques- 
tion whether, after all, the orange 
trees or the walnuts should 
removed from the crowded orchards. 
In raisins, plums, peaches, apricots, 
prunes, and many other varieties of 
fruits, there is large and steady profit. 
Improved appliances are continually 
increasing tue appearance and flavor 
of the dried fruits, and at present 
there is little to choose between the 
best of California products and those 
of France, Italy and Spain, except it 
be the lower cost of the former. ost 
of the direct shipments of Southern 
California fruits to the East are made 
to Chicago, which last year handled 400 
carloads of oranges, valued at a quar- 
ter of a million dollars, and 600 car- 
loads of other fresh fruits, valued at 
$740,000. Of dried fruits 92.000.000 
worth were sent from Southern Cali- 
fornia to Chicago last autumn, includ- 
ing 450 carloads of raisins, 1,000,000 
unds of walnuts, worth $100,000, and 
,000 pounds of almonds. When it 
is remembered that California is 
8 the only State in the 
nion which has the climate, soil 
and area to furnish fruit and 
nut supplies for this vast and ever- 
wing country, it will readily be seen 
hat her future is most flattering. 
California has undergone many singu- 
lar experiences in her development. 
At first she was regarded as a gold 
producer merely; then she became a 
country of great stock and grain 
ranches; after that fortunes were made 
in real estate—but now the true and 
lasting source of her wealth seems 
about to be discovered in her farms, 
orchards and vineyards, owned by 
smail holders, and dispensing among 
many the returns which were before 
monopolized by the few. For real- 
estate investments this part of the 
State seems to offer little encourage- 
ment at present—prices are outrage- 
ously inflated, are now hesitating and 
must have a disastrous fall—but for 
purchasers of farm, orchard and vine- 
ard properties the outlook was never 
tter than now.

The Proceeds of Mr. Wendling’s Lec- 
ture—How to Be Disposed ot. 

The regular meeting of the Ministerial

The rules of the union forbid the taking of 
any final action upon these subjects, but the 
common sentiment of the pastors was that 
the collection was not large enough to war- 
rantit. The next proceeds from sale of re- 
served seats and the collection over ex- 

nses would be only about $150. Mr. 

endling, being a member of the Episco- 
pal Church, intended to say to the audi- 
ence that be wauld give the collection 
toward building Ascension Church, Boyle 
Heights, which Mr. Haskins has in hand, 
but at Mr. Haskins’s earnest request, who 
modestly thought that his little enterprise 
was not of so-much consequence to 
that vast audience as something more 
grand, he did not do so. The pas- 
tors recommend that Mr. Haskins use 
the collection as Mr. Wendling requested— 
for the mission church which he is building, 
and when he gets through with it to tarn 
the same over to the Associated Charities. 
It the sum grows by any subsequent dona- 
tions to, say, a thousand dollars, it will be 
time enough to make it the nest-egg of the 
“Wendling Charity Fund.“ 

Mr. Wendling has gone to Monrovia to 
fill an engagement, and will lecture again 
in Los Angeles next week. The Union 
meets next week at the Woman’s Exchange, 
the guest of the Rev. R. M. Irvine.
